STATE COLLEGE, Pa., May K. 
—After seven 'years of careful ex­ 
perimenting, specialists at the Penn­ 
sylvania State College 
agricultural 
station announce that a new variety 
of wheat, called "Pennsylvania For­ 
ty-four," has yielded in that time an 
average of almost five bushels per 
ecre more than its nearest Pennsyl 
vania competitor. To increase Penn­ 
sylvania's wheat yield only one bu­ 
shel per acre would mean a return 
to farmers of the state of two and 
a quarter million dollars at present 
acreage and price. To increase the 
yield five bushels per acre 
means 
more than $11,000,000 in return, on 
the basis of 1,500,000 acres -usually 
planted to wheat in this state. In 
addition, the new State College vari­ 
ety has shown on actual farm tests 
in various parts of the state that it 
er.n produce an average of from five 
to six bushels more than the best 
community yieklers • 


The new wheat variety, which was 
developed from a single head select­ 
ed from a field of Fuleastcr on the 
college farms in 1909, has been mul-

This Scripture pictures the church, 
the body of Christ, under t h e figure 
of the human body. The topic "Work­ 
ing With Others" can only have ap­ 
plication to Christians working with 
each other; for it is a s members of 
the body of Christ that this relation­ 
ship and obligation are set forth. T h e 
church Is an organism, not merely an 
organization. As such It I s : 


f. One Body (vv. 12-20). 


As a body i t h a s many members, 
each with a definite ministry or func­ 
tion. 
Many members are essential to 
a body or organism. So It Is with the 
church. 
Each member h a s its own 
gift and office. The proof of this one­ 
ness Is that by the sovereign act of the 
Holy Spirit all believers a r e consti­ 
tuted one body (v. 13). A multiplicity 
of organisms does not make a body, 
but a multiplicity of members 
with 
tfceir separate funcUons. 
There is no 
room for Jealousy or discontentment 
among them (vv. 15, 16). I t would be 
as reasonable for the foot to complain 
of its lot and refuse to function a s a 
foot, a s for one member of a church 
to envy the place of another. A deacon 
who is such by the appointment of 
God should not complain that he is 
not a minister. T h e church needs its 
foot-members, that Is, those who are „ 
swift to run on its e r r a n d s ; It n e e d s I ' 
its eye-members, who a r e quick to » 
perceive opportunities for service; It J 
needs its ear-members, who a r e quick , 
to hear the call to d u t y ; it needs Its J J 
tongue-members, who can speak forth •« 
the message of t r u t h ; It needs Its J 
hand-members to perform Its many » 
deeds of kindness. 
Bach member of J 
the church has Its plaf e by t h e sov- •« 
erelgn will of God (v. 18). If this • J 
were realized there would be the m o s t ' t 
efficient co-operation among the mem- J 
hers of the church. T h e pastor would 
faithfully do the work of a pastor; 
the minister, the work of a -minister, 
tlie teacher, the work of a teacher, 
etc. 


II. The Mutual Dependence of the 
Members of the,Body (v. 21). 


They must co-operate for the life 
and service of the body. As the foot 
cannot dispense with the head, the I 
eye with the band, etc., so In the J 
church, even the most highly gifted , 
are dependent upon those of the Ic^-er I 
order. 
Self-conceit and pride are a s j 
much out of place on the part of the j 
highest in ability a s of the lowest. In • 
fact, a sober realization of this will do 
away with selfish pride. 


III. The Least Attractive Membera 
Are the Moat Neceaaary (vv. 22, 23). 


In t h e human body the heart is of 
more 
vital 
Importance 
than 
the 
tongue. So In the church prayer Is of 
much more Importance than the gift 
of eloquence. 
Many examples could 
be given of those who wrestled with 
God in the closet, doing more for the 
cause of Christ than those who shone 
forth most conspicuously in t h e public 
eye. 
T h e lungs a r e never seen or 
heard, yet without them the tongue 
could not utter a sound. 


IV. The Different 
Member* 
Have 
Bean Adjusted by God ( w . 24. 25). 


So perfectly has this been done that 
If 
each 
performs its own function 
there will be harmony in the body. All 
schism In the church is doe to failure 
of one member to perform Its duty be­ 
cause of- envy of the position of an­ 
other. By considering Christ the head 
and oheylng Him all strife and divi­ 
sion in the church 
will be elimin­ 
ated. 


V. Membera 
Are 
Sympathetically 
Related ( w . 25-27). 


One member should have the same 
care for the other a s for itself. The 
eye has the same concern for the foot 
us it has for itself; so the most elo­ 
quent has the same solicitude for the 
humblest member a s for itself. 
This 
Is true because the suffering of the 
one Is the suffering of the other; the 
honor of the one is the honor of the 
other; the sorrow of the one is the 
sorrow of the other; the property of 
the one Is the property of the other; 
the shame and disgrace of the one is 
the shame and disgrace of the other. 
This is true because there is a com­
